The Flood of ’93 dominated the sum- 
mer news. Billions of dollars in damage 
to farmlands, cities and towns in Iowa, 
Missouri, and Illinois primarily, cre- 
ated havoc for millions of people. Close 
to PCHS, the town of Valmeyer was 
virtually eliminated from the map due 
to a major levee break, and citizens 
made plans to rebuild the entire town 
on higher ground. The bridge over the 
Mississippi River at Chester was un- 
derwater for two months, forcing peo- 
ple to travel fifty miles either north or 
south to find the next open bridge. The 
UMWA Coal Strike continued through 
the summer months, and many striking 
miners spent hours of volunteer time 
filling sandbags and bolstering levees 
along the flood-ravaged rivers. The 
Mississippi River reached an all-time, 
high-water mark. Another mark of a 
more positive note was the World Youth 
Conference in Denver, Colorado; mil- 
lions of followers braved the blistering 
summer heat to participate in this 
“once in a lifetime” event that featured 
Pope John Paul II. In Washington, D. 
C., a peace accord was signed for the 
Middle East, as leaders from Israel and 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
met at the White House.

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The Panthers completed a long-awaited dream 
of a state championship by rolling over the Class A 
tournament competition at the U of I's Assembly 
Hall on March 11 and 12. Following a tough 
Tuesday Super-sectional win over Herrin at the 
SIU Arena, 53-49, Pinckneyville was state-bound 
for the first time since 1988's runner-up finish. 

The Quarterfinal game Friday night sent top- 
ranked Teutopolis to the court against #4 P’ville. 
Jarritt Sommer’s lay-up on a Shane Hawkins 
assist with 4.4 seconds left proved decistve as the 
previously unbeaten Wooden Shoes were sent 
walking 55-54. 

The Panthers matched their 55 points of Friday 
night in the first half of Saturday afternoon's 
semi-final, stomping Rockford Lutheran 80-43. 
Three straight Hawkins three-pointers in the first 
minute, a tenacious, stifling defense, and an all- 
out effort by the bench netted the unusual lop- 
sided victory and some all-important rest for Sat- 
urday night. 

The championship game saw a well-matched 
final of balanced ball clubs P’ville and Eureka 
see-saw the lead throughout the game. Individual 
and team talents were evident through the game 
that came down to some final heroics like Friday 
night’s. This time, Shane Hawkins drove the 
length of the floor in the final eight seconds before 
dishing off to Ryan Bruns for a buzzer-beating, 
final-second, baseline jump shot that clinched the 
67-65 victory. 

The 1994 State Championship for Coach Dick 
Corn’s crew brought home Pinckneyville’s second 
top trophy, the first since 1948's team under 
legendary coach Duster Thomas.
